EIGHTEEN JAP PRISONERS 


Officers Go t0 Resuce of Sheriff Jar- 


rett on Hawaiian plantation 


Honolulu, July 14.—Eighteen 
Jap- 


anese prisoners were brought in .from 
the Waimanalo plantation, 20 miles 
from here, and lodged In the city jail 
as a result of a riot at the planta- 
tion on Monday. 


Sheriff Jarrett, who found the situa- 


tion threatening when he went to the 
plantation to - suppress disorder, tele- 
phoned to Honolulu for help. As soon 
as the message was received a squad 
of mounted deputies, under High Sher- 
iff Chester Doyle, started for the plan- 
tation, and four automobiles 
loaded 


with policemen, armed 
with 
rifles, 


followed them. They found nearly 400 
Japanese about the mill office. 


• The deputies and the police plunged 
through the crowd and joined Jar- 
rett. Ja'rrett's prisoners and 13 other 
were put in the automobiles and tak- 
en to Honolulu, while Doyle, Jarrett 
and most of the deputies and police- 
men stayed to guard the plantation.-

The Insistence of Industrial training for a piaco In 'the educa- 


tional system creates, the most difficult present' day problem' to school- 
men who are used to the prevailing method ol-estimating school, work 
by the credit system. This Is especially true of agriculture In the sec- 
ondary Bchools, because agriculture is not only a vocation but a mode 
of life. Some prefer to evade; the • difficulty, by relegating'the work 
to special grounds. A common1 mistake in the making of agricultural 
courses of study consists,of ignoring.the seasonaj'order In which ag- 
ricultural activities succeed one another on,the farm. ' 


Granted that agriculture must be provided for in every high 


school patronized by rural families, and .granted that science sub- 
jects already have an established place In!such courses,'the correla- 
tion of agricultural science , with the fundamental sciences would 
vastly enhance the value of both for practical and cultural .purposes, 
and would make it possible for the schoolmen to measure most of the 
agricultural work as an extension of the" science with which it is cor- 
related. 
To ignore either of those .features in the inauguration of 


high school courses would be to invite failure but the compensating 
advantage where the work may be done successfully more than offsets 
the risk. In this respect agriculture enjoys an advantage that uo oth- 
e r subject enjoys. . - - . . - • '

QUEER TITLES. 


Bestowed on His Favorites by an Em- 


peror of Haiti. 


Among the whimsical titles which- 


appear on the pages of national history 
few are more apparently frivolous than 
the Duke of Marmalade, the Count ol 
Lemonade aud the Eari of Brandy, 
They are or were, however, real titles 
bestowed by a genuine monarch on 
three of bis favorites, and that, too, 
during the last century. 


In 1811 n revolution occurred In 


Haltj, and Cbrlstophe, a negro, declared 
himself emperor. Through 'conspiracy 
and plot, bis life often attempted, be 
retained pqwcr till 1S20, preserving to 
the lasttbe pageantry of n royal court 
nnd ' creating a numerous nobility. 
Among ..them .were the three already 
mentioned; and the oddity of the titles 
has suggested to many writers the 
frlvolousness of the African character. 


In fact, however, all three names 


were those of places, the first two be- 
ing originally plantations, but hitterl.v 
towns of Homo Importance. This not 
being generally known, a misapprehen- 
sion has arlseii with regard to the 
titles themselves, which, however ab. 
snrll, were scarcely more so than some 
which were bestowed In France and 
Germany 'during the middle ages.— 
Pearson's Weekly.
